and rirobably under the command ol Geti 
Majjruder. 

Ascending Ibe Ptttomac, the left winor ol 
our arrnv is under Geri. Sickles, wild holds 
the Man land hank, fronted by Gen. Beau 
regard, w hose headquarters are about Aquia 
Creek. At this place, a' Shipping Point, 
and nt various other positions up lu and be- 
yond Mount Vernon, Ihe rel»els have bat-

1'he other late baltle was fought at Bel- 
mont, Mo., nn the Mississippi riier, opposite 
Columbus in Kentucky, it probably took 
place (in the bib of November.

TT^EREA.S, it is oxpGdrei^ to provide! 
\Y for the Natui'alizafipn of Aliens ; 

jio it epacted by the governor on behalf 
of Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of tlie Legislative Council 
and Assenibly of Vancouver [sland and 
its Dependencies, as follows: 
Aliens resident for Three Years within the 

C<,h>i<i/ who shall tahe. the Oaths of Best- 

(Inter' ami Jllet/ittncc shall hare all the 

Bights of British subjects. 

I. Every Alien who lias completed or 
shall hereafter eonijilele a eoutiniioiiri resi- 
dence in an v part of this Colony for the 
space of Three Years or upwards, and who 
shall not be amenable to the laws of any 
foreign country as a felon, and who shall 
take the Oaths of Residence and Alle- 
giance, and shall haw procured the same 
to be filed of record as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, so as to entitle him or lior to a 
Certificate of Naturalization as hereinafter 
provided, shall from the date of such Cer- 
tificate within the Colony of Vancouver 

Island and it.- Dependencies, enjoy. :md 

may transmit, all tlie rights and capacities 
which a natural born subject of Her 
Majesty can enjoy or transmit. Provided 
tli'at nothing herein contained shall confer 
upon any-such Alien the right to be nomi- 
nated or elected a member to either branch 
of the Legislature.
